O Surprise visit by royal couple to 
ravaged town announced just yesterday 


Royal officials say Prince William 
and Kate have been following the 
natural disasters that have struck 
several provinces for quite some 
time and want to visit Slave Lake, 
ravaged by a wildfire in May. 

“Their Royal Highnesses have 
been following the tragic events in 
... Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta for several months,” 
Kevin MacLeod, Canadian secretary 
to the Queen, said after the side 
trip to Slave Lake was confirmed 
yesterday in Yellowknife. 

The royal couple were in the 
Northwest Territories as part of 
their nine-day tour when the sur¬ 


prise announcement was made. 

“In his Canada Day address on 
Parliament Hill, (William) made 
specific reference to his desire and 
hope that those fives would get 
back on track and that life will con¬ 
tinue.” 

MacLeod said it made sense to 
stop in Slave Lake because it is on 
the flight path to Calgary from 
Yellowknife. 

The plan is to leave Yellowknife 
this morning and fly to the town, 
about 280 kilometres north of 
Edmonton, where the royals are 
to mingle with residents for about 
two hours.

A snitch in crime can save 
lives, say members of Ed¬ 
monton’s Somali commu¬ 
nity. 

A new poster campaign, 
themed “Don’t snitch will 
lead to this,” was launched 
yesterday and consists of 
16 different posters, one of 
which shows a mother 
mourning her son at his 
grave. 

“It’s a very provocative, 


powerful and courageous 
poster,” said the Canadian 
Somali Congress’ Ahmed 
Hussen, in town from On¬ 
tario to show support. 

The message is to em¬ 
phasize — especially to 
young Somali men — what 
can happen if information 
about a crime is not pro¬ 
vided. 

“It is un-Islamic in our 
tradition not to work with 
the police,” said Hussen, 
who believes the intelli¬ 
gence to solve murders of 
Somalis in Edmonton is 


within the community. 

There have been 13 
slain in the city over the 
past four years, 11 of 
which are unsolved. 

The posters will be 
placed along 118 Avenue, 
but will eventually num¬ 
ber in the hundreds, as 
they will be put up in oth¬ 
er areas of the city as well. 

Other volunteer initia¬ 
tives include a youth 
helpline, spiritual guid¬ 
ance for those in custody, 
and plans for a drop-in 
centre on 118 Avenue.

A coalition of health 
groups aims to have provin¬ 
cial leadership candidates 
committing to tightening 
tobacco legislation in the 
province. 

The group says they 
want to target the six con¬ 
servative and five liberal 
leadership candidates on a 
number of key issues re¬ 
volving around youth 
smoking. 

Donna Hastings of the 
Heart and Stroke Founda¬ 
tion said the provincial gov¬ 
ernment should endorse 
the recommendations ac¬ 
tively. 

“If these issues can be 
adopted, we will see an im¬ 
mense impact on tobacco 
use and on public health 
provincially,” Hastings said. 

Recommendations from 
the coalition include a call 
to ban smoking in vehicles

Cdn. troops hand battlefield to U.S. forces 


Canada’s desert war effec¬ 
tively came to an end yes¬ 
terday when soldiers of the 
Royal 22e Regiment formal¬ 
ly handed over their battle¬ 
field to American units and 
began to take stock of years 
of bloody combat. 

The country’s legal com¬ 
mand responsibility for the 
western Kandahar district 
of Panjwaii will continue 
for several days, but Brig.- 
Gen. Dean Milner’s head¬ 
quarters will be directing 
U.S. combat units. 


Almost all Canadian 
troops are now out of the 
killing fields of Kandahar, 
save for a handful of sol¬ 
diers who will serve for per¬ 
haps a few more weeks, 
attached to American pla¬ 
toons. 

Canada’s role in Afgha¬ 
nistan has cost the lives of 
157 soldiers, one diplomat 
and one journalist. 

For more than five years, 
Canada has made war in 
the wasted farmland and 
dust-cholced villages of this 



brutal, backward country. 
Yet rarely did those in au¬ 
thority use the W word to 
describe what happened 
here. 

Politicians, diplomats 
and bureaucrats routinely 
shied away from describing 
it in comfortless terms, es¬ 
pecially in the beginning 
when former defence min¬ 
ister Gordon O’Connor was 
chided for refusing to say 
the word “war.” 

“The lawyers will get all 
over it and say you can’t call 


it war, but that it’s an 
armed conflict,” Gen. Walt 
Natynczyk, the chief of de¬ 
fence staff, said in a recent 
interview with The Canadi¬ 
an Press. “For the young sol¬ 
diers, sailors airmen and 
airwomen, it feels like war 
because someone is shoot¬ 
ing at them.”

Britain’s voracious tabloids 
may have hit a new low: 
The News of the World

Yet the hacking case in¬ 
volving 13-year-old Milly 
Dowler has horrified 
everyone, from British

“(It is) shocking that 
someone could do this,

Dowler’s abduction in 
2002 while walking home 
from school in Surrey, 
south of London, trans¬ 
fixed Britain until her 
body was found six 
months later in the woods 
by mushroom pickers. 

But while police were 
pursuing all leads and Mil¬ 
ly’s parents were making 
appeals for any informa¬ 
tion that could be useful, a 
private investigator work¬ 
ing for the News of the 
World tabloid allegedly 
hacked into her cellphone, 
listened to her messages, 
and even deleted some.

Toyota to receive 
government cash 

O Money will be used to upgrade aging Ontario plants 


Two Toyota plants in On¬ 
tario will receive a $545- 
million injection from the 
automaker and the federal 
and provincial govern¬ 
ments to give the aging fa¬ 
cilities an environmentally 
friendly makeover. 

Ontario will provide a 
$70.8-million grant and the 


federal government will 
match that amount in the 
form of a repayable loan to 
Toyota Motor Manufactur¬ 
ing Canada Inc. for plant 
upgrades in Cambridge 
and Woodstock. 

“(This money) is very im¬ 
portant because it allows 
us to give these initiatives 


priority and helps to secure 
our production footprint in 
Canada,” said Ray Tanguay, 
chairman of Toyota Motor 
Manufacturing Canada. 

The upgrades will sup¬ 
port production of cleaner, 
more fuel-efficient vehicles 
at Toyota’s Ontario plants.

The future of Bombardier 
Transportation’s railway 
operations in Britain ap¬ 
pears uncertain as the 
manufacturing giant re¬ 
views its U.K. activities as 
contracts wind down. 

The railway division of 
the Montreal-based train 
and plane maker said it is 
conducting a “complete 
review” over the next 
month. 

“Everything is open,” 
spokesman Marc Laforge 
said in an interview when 
asked about the future of 
the U.K.’s only remaining 
railway plant in Derby. 

“We are considering 
any type of scenarios that 
may occur on the line.” 

Bombardier took the 
first step Tuesday by an¬ 
nouncing plans to cut 
nearly half of the work¬ 
force at the plant in cen¬ 
tral England after it lost a 
contract to German rival 


Siemens. A 90-day consul¬ 
tation process has begun 
before it lays off about 
446 permanent staff and 
983 temporary hires. 

Four out of five exist¬ 
ing contracts in Derby 
end in September. The re¬ 
maining contract is to 
supply 1,300 metro cars 
for London Under¬ 
ground’s sub-surface lines 
by 2014. 

Derby has been making 
trains since the 1840s and 
was among the world's 
largest rail manufacturing 
sites. Bombardier pur¬ 
chased the facility from 
Daimler Chrysler in 2001. 
It will employ some 1,600 
workers following the lay¬ 
offs. 

Bombardier has a total 
of about 6,000 rail divi¬ 
sion employees in Britain 
— including those that 
work on signalling and 15 
maintenance, refurbish¬ 


ment and overhaul cen¬ 
tres.

OTTAWA. A new study 
suggests more than one- 
quarter of the 7.5 
million eligible voters 
who did not cast a ballot 
in the May 2 federal 
election said they did 
not do so because they 
were not interested in 
voting. 

Statistics Canada 
found another 23 per 
cent of the non-voters it 
surveyed said they were 
too busy to vote. 

The most common re¬ 
sponse for not having 
voted, that people were 
“not interested in 
voting” (28 per cent), al¬ 
so includes feeling their 
vote would not have 
made a difference in the 
election results. 

The 23 per cent who 
said they were “too 
busy,” includes having 
family obligations or 
having a schedule 
conflict at work or 
school. 

Another 10 per cent 
told Statistics Canada 
they were out of town or 
away, while eight per 
cent reported they did 
not like the candidates 
or campaign issues. 

Roughly four per cent 
said they forgot to vote, 
while a little more than 
one per cent said they 
did not vote because of 
religious beliefs.

Those “minor” injuries to 
his left leg now have kept 
Tiger Woods from playing 
in two majors. 

In an announcement on 
his website yesterday that 
came as no surprise, 

Woods said he will skip 
the British Open next 
week because his injuries 
have not fully healed. 

“Unfortunately, I’ve 
been advised that I should 
not play in the British 
Open,” Woods said. “As I 
stated at the AT&T Nation¬ 
al, I am only going to come 
back when I’m 100 per 
cent ready. I do not want 
to risk further injury. 
That’s different for me, but 
I’m being smarter this 
time. 

“I’m very disappointed 
and want to express my re¬ 
grets to the British Open 
fans.” 

It will be the second 
time in the past four years 
that Woods has missed 
two majors in one season. 
He did not play the British 
Open and PGA 
Championship in 2008 
while recovering from re¬ 
constructive surgery on his 
left knee. These injuries 
are not as easy to describe. 

Woods said in May that 
he suffered “minor 
injuries” to knee ligaments 
and his Achilles while hit¬ 
ting from an awkward 
stance in the pine straw on 
the 17th hole in the third 
round at the Masters. 
Afterward, he skipped the 
Wells Fargo Championship 
and withdrew after nine 
holes from The Players 
Championship a week lat¬ 
er.

O Third-straight loss spells the end for national women’s soccer team at 
World Cup O Canada has advanced past group stage just once in five tries 


A third loss and a power 
outage extended Canada’s 
misery at the FIFA 
Women’s World Cup. 

Perpetua Nlcwocha 
scored to give Nigeria a 1- 
0 victory over winless 
Canada yesterday in a 
game marked by a 13- 
minute power outage. 

Nlcwocha scored in the 
84 th minute, just a 
minute after play re¬ 
sumed, pouncing on a de¬ 
flection to launch a shot 
past Canadian ’keeper Ka¬ 
rina LeBlanc. 

“I thought we showed a 
lot more fight this game, 
but we still didn’t get the

The loss to 27th-ranlced 
Nigeria was the final blow 
for a sixth-ranked Canadi¬ 
an team that came to Ger¬ 
many with huge hopes, 
boasting a CONCACAF ti¬ 
tle and their highest-ever 
ranking. 


But a tough opening 2-1 
loss to Germany was fol¬ 
lowed by a 4-0 blowout 
against France that quick¬ 
ly marked Canada’s offi¬ 
cial demise.

Trim levels Engine 


The brand new sheetmetal that has been 
sculpted for both Impreza sedan and wagon 
models does not extend to the Impreza-based 
(and rally-inspired) WRX/STI lineup, which 
were updated separately for the 2011 model 
year. 

That being said, base Imprezas now feature 
the kind of bolder, broad-shouldered flared- 
fender styling that’s similar to that of the WRX. 

As well, the front and rear clip and sedan 
roofline are reminiscent of the larger Legacy. 


Subaru will likely introduce no fewer 
than four distinct trim levels and bulk up 
the base version with air conditioning, 
tilt/telescoping steering wheel, remote 
keyless entry plus the usual power-oper¬ 
ated controls. 

From there the sky’s the limit, topping 
out with the Limited wagon model with 
leather seats, unique 17-inch alloy wheels 
and a premium audio package, to name 
just a few of the potential highlights. 


The Impreza’s engine displaces 2.0 litres and 
generates 148 horsepower. Compare that with the 
previous model’s 170-horsepower 2.5-litre four-cylin¬ 
der. Despite the engine’s obvious drop in power, Sub¬ 
aru claims that the 2.0 will still provide lively 
performance due to reduced vehicle weight. 

The biggest improvement, though, is the anticipat¬ 
ed 30-per-cent improvement in overall fuel economy, 
estimated to be 8.71/100 km in the city and 6.5 on the 
highway. This is competitive with the class leaders, 
despite the fact that the Impreza is all-wheel-drive.

Perhaps Jeremy Clarkson of 
the BBC’s Top Gear TV 
show said it best. 

“You’d have to be 
bonkers to buy the Corvette 
(ZR1)... and that is why you 
should.” 

To pack 638 mad horse¬ 
power into any car is, well 
... bonkers. 

But, in the two-and-a-half 
years it has been on the 
street, the ZR1 has proven 
itself by beating the pants 
off just about everything 
else, and at a fraction of the 
price. It makes $100,000 
look like the deal of the 
century. 

The really absurd thing 
is that the base Corvette 
with “just” 430 horsepower 
is a very fast and very capa¬ 
ble car that most people 
will never fully use to its 
full potential. So, why even 
bother building a ZR1? Ca- 
jones, of course. 

Chevy lovers, you can 


thank the arch-rival Dodge 
Viper. Without a high- 
stalces game of one-upman¬ 
ship with the Viper, there 
likely would have been lit¬ 
tle need — save for having 
more straight-line perform¬ 
ance than the 550-horse¬ 
power Ford Mustang GT500 
— to defend the Corvette 
franchise. 

Now that the Viper is out 
of the picture, at least for 
the time being, the ZR1 is 


having a free-for-all, savage¬ 
ly clubbing all comers, 
from Ferraris to Lamborghi- 
nis that cost double. 

In terms of hierarchy, 
the ZR1 is not just a better 
Z06 model. The ZR1 uses a 
much different engine and 
it weighs significantly 
more. 

The Z06’s 505-horsepow¬ 
er 7.0-litre (427-cubic-inch) 
V8 and near-200-mph (320 
km/h) top speed make it a 


total kick to drive and a 
handful if you don’t have a 
healthy respect for this two- 
seater’s capabilities. Many 
people would argue that it’s 
enough car, as would we. 

But then there’s the ZR1, 
which came about when 
then-GM-boss Rick Wag¬ 
oner wondered what a 
$100,000 US Corvette 
would look like. As with the 
Z06 name, Chevrolet dug 
into the ‘Vette’s history to

Despite all the 
lightweight bits and 
pieces, the ZRi, at 
about 3350 pounds 
(1,520 kilograms), is 
about 190 pounds (85 
kilograms) heavier 
than the Z06. 

pluck the ZRI badge, one 
that was attached to the 
high-performance model 
from the early 1990s. While 
the name isn’t particularly 
inspiring and is far from 
original, the car itself is an¬ 
other matter altogether. 
The base Corvette uses a 


steel frame while the Z06’s 
is made of lightweight alu¬ 
minum. This race-proven 
design is also used for the 
ZRI although the engine of 
choice is loosely based on 
that of the base ‘Vette and 
not the Z06. 

Called the LS9, the ZRl’s 
engine displaces 6.2 litres 
rather than 7.0 for the Z06. 
The additional power for 
the ZRI comes by way of a 
supercharger that forces in 
more air/fuel mixture to the 
tune of 10.5 pounds per 
square inch. 

In round numbers, it’s 
like having the power of a 
nine- or 10-litre naturally 
aspirated engine in a much 
smaller package.

An IndyCar engine is a 
ferocious thing. It 
burns fuel at a 
voracious rate (about 
three mpg), belts out 
over 650 horsepower, 
and howls alarmingly, 
like a pack of coyotes 
high on Red Bull. 

S o it always 
seems a bit 
strange to con¬ 
template that 
the fuel used to 
create this 

explosive fury is actually a 
very close cousin to apple 
cider. 

In 2007, the IndyCar Se¬ 


ries became the first major 
motorsports series to use 
ethanol as its fuel of choice. 

As you can imagine, the 
racing fraternity is under 
pressure from society to go 
green ... or at least “green¬ 
er.” 

Automobile racing is 
never going to be a totally 
benign environmental ac¬ 
tivity, especially a major in¬ 
ternational race, where lots 
of people get on planes, 
trains and automobiles to 
get to said race. But these 
are strange times. Times 
when a household might 
have two huge, honking SU- 
Vs in the garage, but also a 
composter in the backyard, 
and a solar panel on the 
roof. 

Racing needs to be doing 
something green, and Indy- 
Car’s ethanol strategy, 
which aims to raise 
ethanol’s profile, and the 
collective IQ about all 
things ethanol, is certainly 
a good and worthy initia¬ 
tive. 

“We want to demon¬ 



strate that you can run a 
high performance, high¬ 
speed racecar, under a fally- 
renewable alternative fuel 
source,” was the message 
from IndyCar’s senior tech¬ 
nical director, Les MacTag- 
gart, at last month’s race in 
Iowa. 

Initially the IndyCar Se¬ 


ries used ethanol sourced 
from U.S. corn, and still 
does for the aptly named 
Iowa Corn Indy 250. But 
since the 2009 season the 
Series sources its ethanol 
for all other races from a 
Brazilian consortium, 
which makes the stuff from 
sugarcane.

In addition to its renewa- 
bility, ethanol also bums 
somewhat cleaner than reg¬ 
ular gasoline. 

You’ve probably heard of 
E10 ethanol, which all regu¬ 
lar cars can use (10 per cent 
ethanol and 90 per cent 
gasoline), and E85 ethanol, 
which flex-fuel vehicles can 
use (85 per cent ethanol, 15 
per cent gasoline). 

But the IndyCars use al¬ 
most pure ethanol, called 
E98. The other two per cent 
is gasoline, and the only 
reason it’s in there, is so 
some of you don’t use the 
stuff to make ethanol mar¬ 
tinis. 

What a concept though 
— drinkable alcohol avail¬ 
able at your local gas sta¬ 


tion, via a high-speed noz¬ 
zle? 

I’m not saying we should 
we do it, just that it would 
be an amazingly efficient 
way of getting alcohol to 
the masses. 

NASCAR has followed In- 
dyCar’s ethanol lead, al¬ 
though with less gusto. This 
year is NAS CAR’s first for 
ethanol, and only with an 
El 5 blend. Apparently, the 
good old boys of NASCAR 
needed more convincing 
that their racecars and the 
racing in general wouldn’t 
be hampered in any way by 
ethanol’s participation. 

And so far it hasn’t... 
NASCAR, like IndyCar, has 
remained joyfully loud, 
fast, and rambunctious. 



Improving society improves road safety 


Living in a tight-knit com¬ 
munity has several advan¬ 
tages, but here’s one you 
may not have considered: 
you’re less likely to be 
killed in a car crash. 

It’s a benefit of “social 
capital,” according to 
Matthew Nagler, associate 
professor of economics at 
the City College of New 
York, who says that public 
policies that strengthen 
communities could reduce 
traffic deaths. 

“Social capital describes 
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the strength of connections 
that people have with each 
other in a community,” Dr. 
Nagler says. 

“It’s connected with a 
number of important out¬ 
comes, such as health, low¬ 
er rates of teen 


pregnancies, drugs and al¬ 
cohol, and economic pros¬ 
perity. It’s like (monetary) 
capital but with people in¬ 
vested in the community.” 

The idea started in 2000 
with an article in a French 
newspaper. 

“The piece said that we 
in France are just disas¬ 
trous, people have no toler¬ 
ance, we cut each other off, 
we’re rude to each other 
and we have a lot of fatali¬ 
ties, but people are more 
courteous in Scandinavia 


and have a lower rate of fa¬ 
talities,” Dr. Nagler says. 

While the article was 
simply an opinion piece, it 
caught the eye of John Heli- 
well, a professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia, 
who did a short study and 
found fewer traffic fatali¬ 
ties in countries where sur¬ 
vey respondents said other 
people could be trusted. 

Dr. Nagler took this 
study to the next step. 

He used over 10 years of 
data from 48 U.S. states, ac¬ 


counting for variables such 
as alcohol consumption 
and driver age. 

He found that, in states 
and in years with higher 
levels of social capital, 
there are lower rates of 
traffic incidents. 

“It largely has to do with 
courtesy and the way peo¬ 
ple behave when they feel 
they can trust other people 
on the road,” Dr. Nagler 
says. 

“If drivers feel that they 
relate more to other peo¬ 


ple, they’ll yield at intersec¬ 
tions, they’ll wave, they’ll 
be more polite, and that 
translates into greater safe¬ 
ty. If you don’t trust other 
drivers, you’re more likely 
to cut them off, speed up 
and try to get to an inter¬ 
section first, and you’ll see 
higher rates of accidents. 

“I’m able to conclusively 
argue that it’s not just a 
correlation, but it really is 
the degree of social capital 
that is responsible for the 
safety outcomes.”

The XC90 was Volvo’s shot 
at machines like the Mer¬ 
cedes ML, Audi Q7 and Acu- 
ra MDX. A premium 
four-wheel drive SUV, it 
boasted uniquely rugged 
styling, available V8 power, 
and a long-lived reputation 
for safety and occupant pro¬ 
tection. 

At launch in 2003, two 
turbocharged engines were 
available — namely a 2.5- 
litre turbo five-cylinder en¬ 
gine with 208 horsepower, 
or a 2.9-litre turbocharged 
straight six with 268. Look 
for a five-speed automatic

and AWD with both en¬ 
gines. 

A 3.2-litre straight-six 
with 235 horsepower was 
also available in later years, 
fitted with a six-speed auto¬ 
matic, and a 4.4-litre, 311- 
horsepower V8 engine was 
added to the lineup later in 
the XC90’s life. 

Look for the XC90 in five 
or seven-seat configura¬ 
tions, and with features like 
heated leather, premium 
audio, a sunroof, self-dim- 
ming rearview mirror, key¬ 
less engine start, heated 
mirrors, bi-xenon lights and

plenty more. 

What Owners Like 

XC90 owners typically rave 
about sport-sedan road 
manners, smooth and re¬ 
fined performance, and a 
safe and stable road feel 
with plenty of traction in 
virtually any condition. 

Performance with the V8 
engine is also highly rated. 

Common Issues 
Start your XC90 test drive 
with an inspection of the 
interior, ensuring all elec¬ 


tronics work as expected, 
and that no trim pieces are 
missing or broken. Check 
for proper operation from 
the stereo and climate con¬ 
trol system. 

A full check-over by a 
Volvo-trained mechanic is 
also advised. Have said me¬ 
chanic check for excessive 
tire and brake wear, the 
condition of the suspension 
system, and for any fluid 
leaks from the engine, 
transmission, transfer case 


or differentials. 

Note that well-docu¬ 
mented transmission fail¬ 
ure issues with the 
T6-powered models should 
be considered when shop¬ 
ping for a used XC90. 
Where possible, avoid a 
used XC90 with the T6 en¬ 
gine. 

Higher-mileage tur¬ 
bocharged XC90s should be 
checked for turbocharger 
condition by a mechanic or 
mechanically-inclined 


friend. A turbocharger re¬ 
placement will run into the 
thousands of dollars, so 
avoid any XC90 that 
smokes at startup or under 
hard acceleration, and be 
sure to check inside the 
“charge pipe” coming out 
of the turbocharger for 
pooling oil. Where mainte¬ 
nance is concerned, the 
XC90’s naturally-aspirated 
3.2-litre engine will likely 
be the cheapest to run. 

The Verdict 

Comfort, styling, capability 
and safety will be the most 
compelling reasons to 
check out an XC90 as a used 
buy. Major issues are well 
documented, and shoppers 
avoiding the T6-powered 
model can likely expect a 
relatively affordable used 
premium SUV ownership 
experience.
